Somebody came to buy whisky, 
and he had to wrap the old man in a 
blanket and hide him in the loft of 
the hut. 

All day Sunday the oid man, with 
his brains knocked out and his feet 
burnt off, lay in the loft, but it wasn’t 
comfortable downstairs with such com- 
pany, on Sunday night, it is said, 
they took old man Dave and dropped 
him in the old well down on the Joel T. 
Miller farm, two miles away. 

For eight. years Charlie Watkins 
hauled trash and dropped it into the 
old well—-trash and rails and the rocks 
from the chimney when the old Miller 
tenant house burned down

They also announce that Russian coun- 
ter attacks have been repulsed south 
of the Pripet river in Volhynia and 
in Galicia. 

The Russians seemingly have en- 
tirely regained the initiative, espe- 
cially in Galicia. Here Petrograd re- 
ports the Russians have won a victory 
on the River Stripa as mentioned. The 
territory on which this battle was 
fought marks the extreme left on the 
Russian battle line. The Russian of- 
fensive on this front started several 
weeks ago when successes were won 
at Tarnopol and Trembowla <Austro- 
terman reinforcements were rushed 
up and hard and incessant fighting has 
taken place since. General Count von 
Bothmer commands the Austro-Ger- 
mans in this sector and the German of- 
ficial report of today says that the 
position of the “German troops” with 
him is unchanged. 

The French in both the Champagne 
and Artois regions of France are con- 
tinuing their offensives, but not on the 
scale of the recent attacks. The Brit- 
ish after their success in repelling the 
big German attack are preparing for 
another move, but at what point only 
the commanding generals know. Now 
that they have started, it 
here that the British and French on

RUSSIANS PIERCE 
TEUTONIC LINES. 


Petrograd, October 12.—Russian 
forces have pierced the Austro-Ger- 
man lines on the Stripa river.

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ALLIES RESOLVED 
0 DEFEND SERBIA 
FROM HER ENEMIES 


Premier Viviana Outlines 
the Situation in Regard to 
the Balkans to the French 
Chamber of Deputies: 


ENERGETIC MEASURES 
ALREADY UNDERTAKEN 


; 


‘British, French and Russian 
Troops Will Fight With 
Serbs—Use of Greek Port 
of Saloniki by the Allies Is 
Defended. 


Paris, October 12.—In response to 
resolutions adopted by the finance com- 
mittee and the socialist group, urging 
a complete and immediate explanation 
by the government, Premier Viviani, in 
the chamber of deputies today, outlined 
the Balkan situation, 

“The country, owing to the grave 
events now taking place,” said the pre- 
mier, “must be informed, and the gov- 
ernment takes this opportunity to make 
a declaration of the situation and its 
policy. 

“The Balkan question was raised at 
ithe outset of the war, even before it 
came to the attention of the world. 
The Bucharest treaty had left in Bul- 
garia profound heart burnings. Neither 
king nor people were resigned to the 
loss of the fruits of their efforts and 
sacrifices and to the consequences of 
the unjustifiable war they had waged 
upon their former allies. 

Bulgaria Blocked Allied Efforts. 

From the first day the allied govern- 
ment took into account the dangers of 
such a situatiqn and sought to remedy 
it. Their policy has proceeded in the 
spirit of justice and generosity which 
has characterized the attitude of Great 
Britain, Russia and Italy, as well as 
France. 

“We have attempted to re-establish 
the union of the Balkan peoples and 
in aceord with them seek the realiza- 
tion of their principal national aspira- 
tions. The equilibrium thus obtained 
by mutual sacrifices really made by 
each would have been the best guar- 
antee of future peace. Despite con- 
stant efforts in which Rumania, Greece 
and Serbia lent their assistance, we 
have been unable to obtain the sincere 
collaboration of the Bulgarian govern- 
ment. The difficulties respecting the 
negotiations were always at Sofia. 

“Bulgaria made claims upon her four 
frontiers at the expense of her four 
netghbors. We had hoped that Ru- 
mania, Greece and Serbia, to whom 
magnificent perspectives opened else- 
where, would consent to the sacrifices, 
in exchange for which they would re- 
ceive large compensation. 

“as to Turkey, which had thrown 
into the arms of Germany, 
there was no need for further consid- 
eration. 


Attitude of Rumania. 
“Our efforts with Rumania were 
partly successful. Rumania, the peo- 
ple of which country frequently mani- 


| tested French sympathies, was not un- 
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favorable to the re-establishment of 
the Balkan § alliance. Her partial 
mobilization permitted her to repulse 
any threatened aggression—defend her- 
self against all German pressure and 
observe with the closest attention 
events along the frontier, both Aus- 
trian and Bulgarian. 

“Rumania knew, moreover, that only 
victory on the part of the quadruple 
entente could assure her independence 
and satisfy her national aspirations. — 

‘In their considerate desire to give the 
Bulgarian people satisfaction in their 
aspirations, the powers of the quadruple 
entente did not hesitate to ask valiant 
Serbia to make heavy concessions. De- 
spite the cruelty of such a sacrifice, 
and desirous of proving their attach- 
ment to the allies which were combat- 
ting for their common independence, 
the Serbian people made this extraordi- 
nary effort and resigned themselves, 
hoping for compensations that the vic- 
tory of the quadruple powers would ‘be 
able to give Serbia elsewhere. 


Walting Policy of Greece, 


“The aquivocal attitude of the Bul- 
garian government led the Greek Bov- 
ernment to maintain a waiting policy. 
Our divers proposals received tardy 
response from the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, which asked for additional de- 
tails and at the same time carried 
on parallel negotiations with our ene- 
mies. Finally, at the moment when 
the quadruple entente informed Bul- 
garia of the important concessions 
Serbia was ready tomake, King Ferdi- 
nand signed an accord with Turkey and 
engaged himself definitely with Ger- 
many. 

“To our friendly question as to his 
intention the response was Bulgarian 
mobilization, in connection with which 
the concentration of Austro-German 
troops on the Danube indicated united 
action against Serbia. 

“In the presence of this attitude we 
immediately declared null and void the 
advantages and guarantees we had an- 
nounced we were ready to offer Bul- 
garia, and we have resumed with the 
other Balkan states our liberty of 
action toward them. On its side, heroic 
Serbia, whose three successive glori- 
ous wars have not had the effect of 
diminishing its courage, silently pre- 
pared to meet upon two fronts the con- 
certed attacks of Berlin, Vienna and 
Sofia. 


Allies Bound to Aid Serbia. 


“From a moral standpoint and from 
the standpoint of military conse- 
quence we could not accept the isola- 
tion of Serbia and the rupture of our 
communications with our ally and 
friend. 

“Our action ‘must be energetic 
meet the efforts of our enemies, who 
are dominated on the western front, 
checked on the eastern front and who 
now try to obtain a new front, with the 
aid of Bulgaria, a success thus far 
impossible to realize either in France 
or Russia. 

“To succor the Serbilans we must 
go through Saloniki, and from the out- 
set of the Bulgarian mobilization we 
have conducted negotiations toward 
that end with the president of the coun- 
cil at Athens. These negotiations are 
most natural in view of the definite 
treaty concluded between Serbia and 
Greece after the second Balkan war, 
in the event of Bulgarian aggression. 

“They say that we are violating the 
neutrality of Greece, and they even 
dare to compare our action to that of 
Germany in violating the neutrality of 
Belgium, perjurying her signature and 
plunging that noble country into fire 
and bloodshed. The conditions under 
which we went to Saloniki, the con- 
ditions under which we debarked; the 
welcome we received suffice to demon- 
strate the stupidity of these accusa- 
tions. 

Energetic Action Undertaken. 

“This energetic action Great Britain 
and France, in accord with their al- 
lies, have undertaken. They have 
weighed the _ difficulties. Our prin- 
cipal pre-occupation is the defense of 
our front, the liberation of our terri- 
tory by mighty efforts, to which we 
owe dhe victories already won upon 
our soil with the valorous support of 
our heroic allies, with our forces, 
sacrifices and our bleod. No pgov- 
ernment could do otherwise in a duty 
so tragic but so simple. 

“But wkhout weakening our front, 
we have the further task of fulfilling 
duties which our interest and our hon- 
or impose upon us. We are in full 
accord with the general in chief of 
the French armies. The understand- 
ing between the governments of 
Great Britain and France is complete 
and I cannc#t better express it than in 
the following form, namely: 

““From now, France and England, in 
accord with their allies, are com- 
completely agreed to go to the aid of 
Serbia to the extent she has asked our 
aid, and to assure to the profit of 
Serbia, Greece and Rumanian respect 
for the treaty of Bucharest, of which 
we are the guarantor. The British 
government and the French govern- 
ment are in accord upon the impor- 
tance of effectives conforming to the 
advice of their military authorities. 
Russia has decided to join with her 
allies to help the Serbian people and 
tomorrow her troops will fight along- 
side of ours.’ 4

Five-Year Program to Be 
Urged on Congress—$248,- 
000,000 Wanted First Year. 
Wilson Supports Program. 


Washington, October 12.—Fifteen to 
twenty fighting ships of the dread- 
naught and battle cruiser type with a 
proportionate number of sea-going 
submarines, coast submarines, scout 
cruisers, destroyers and auxiliaries— 
enough to make a new American fleet 
—is contemplated by Secretary Daniels 
for recommendation as a (five-year 
building program for the navy. 

President Wilson and Secretary Dan- 
iels have discussed informally the 
navy’s needs, and are agreed that to 
be adequately prepared for defense the 
fleet’s strength must be almost doubled 
in the next five years. Another con- 
ference between the president and the 
secretary will be held Friday, at which 
the total number of ships to be asked 


for probably will be fixed. 

The five-year naval program, when 
completed, would add, in addition to 
dreadnaughts and battle cruisers, near- 
ly a hundred submarines, about seventy 
destroyers and several scout cruisers 
and fuel and hospital ships. 

An important part of the program, 
too, will be a proposal for a large in- 
crease in personnel. Appropriation for 
at least 8,000 additional men. will be 
asked for the first year to make up 
present deficiencies, and an adequate 
number will be sought to man new 
Ships built in the five-year period. 

$2458,000,000 First Year. 

The total cost of the proposed pro- 
gram for the first year is put at nearly 
$248,000,000, or about $100,000,000 in- 
crease over hast year. 

Just what construction should be 
provided for the first year has not been 
determined. As to the approximate 
number of ships the fleet should have 
at the end of five years officers of the 
general board and Secretary Daniels 
are understood to be in thorough ac- 
cord. Admiral Benson, chief of naval 
operations, is being consulted daily by 
the secretary, and within a few days 
the complete program is expected to 
be ready for examination by President 
Wilson. 

It is considered probable that the 
construction program for the first year 
will exceed that of succeedings years 
that urgent deficiencies may be filled 
promptly. The general board has been 
consistently recommending four battle- 
ships a year, but last year congress 
provided only two, although the build- 
ing of a third was made possible by 
the sale of the battleships Mississippi 
and Idaho to Greece. The previous 
year only one battleship was granted. 
The general board’s original plan of 
having a fleet of forty-eight first-class 
battleships by 1920 consequently has 
suffered materially. 

Wilson to Support Scheme. 


It is understood President Wilson in- 
tends to discuss the naval program in 
his annual message,, and to make of it 
an administration measure. 

The building program last year pro- 
vided for sixteen submarines, so that 
the total of the undersea craft, built 
and building, now is seventy. Al- 
though effective means of combatting 
undersea warfare apparently have ‘been 
found in Europe, it is the purpose of 
the navy department to recommend at 
least thirty submarines for next year. 
In the next four years, however, an 
average of sixteen submarines a year, 
a few of which would be fleet subma- 
rines, would ‘be maintained. That 
would bring the total to about 170 in 
five years. 

It is not known what the plans of the 
navy are for the organization of the 
new fleet, but the general belief in 
naval quarters that the plan of having 
a fleet in the Pacific will figure mate- 
rially in the new program.

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Who Votes as Hyphenated 


| Citizen Is Traitor--Foreign | 


Born Must Learn English 
Language. 


New York, October 12.—‘The foreign 
born population of this country must) 
be an Americanized population—no 
other kind can fight the battles of 
America either in war or in peace.” 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt so as- 
in a speech on “Americanism” 
before the Knights of Columbus at 
Carnegie hall tonight. Colonel Roose- 
velt said that at the outset it was the 
duty of immigrants to learn English 
vide them means to learn English. 

“If an immigrant is not fit to be- 
come a citizen he should not be al- 
lowed to come here,” said Colonel 
Roosevelt. “If he is fit he should be

given all the Vights to earn his own 
livelihood and to better himself that 
any man can have. Take such a mat- 
ter as the illiteracy test. I entirely 
agree with those who feel that many 
very excellent possible citizens would 
be barred improperly by an illiteracy 
test. But why do you not admit aliens 
under bond to read and write at any 
certain time? It then would be a duty 
to see that they were’ given ample 


opportunity to learn to read and write 
and that they were deported if they 
failed to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. 

Must Learn English Language. 

“No man can be a good citizen if he 
is not at least in process of learning 
to speak the language of his fellow 
citizens. The foregin born population 
must talk the language of the native 
horn citizens;. it must possess Ameri- 
can citizenship and American ideas. It 
must stand firm by its source of al- 
legiance in word and deed’ and must 
show that in every fact it has re- 
nounced allegiance to every prince, 
potentate or foreign government. It 
must be maintained on an American 
standard of living so as to prevent la- 
bor disturbances in important plants 
and ak critical times. None of these 
objects can be secured as long as we 
have immigrant colonies, ghettos and 
immigrant sections, and, above all, 
they cannot be assured so long as we 
censider the immigrant only as an in- 
dustrial asset.’ 

Colonel Roosevelt said that 
democratic America required that 
church and state should be separate, 
that there should be no distinction of 
religious creeds in public office, so 
there should be no distinction of nation- 
ality. “There is no room in this coun- 
try for hyphenated Americans,” he said. 
“When I refer to hyphenated Ameri- 
cans, I do not refer to naturalized 
Americans, some of the very best 
Americans that [ have ever known 
were naturalized Americans, Americans 
born abroad. But a hyphenated Amer- 
ican is not an American at all. This 
is just as true of the man who puts 
German, Irish, English or French be- 
fore the hyphen. Americanism is a 
matter of the spirit and of the soul. 
Qur allegiance must be purely to the 
United States. 

The Hyphen Must Go. 

“The one absolutely certain way of 
bringing this nation to ruin, of pre- 
venting all possibility of its continu- 
ing to be a nation at all, would 
be to permit it to become a tangle of 
squabbling nationalities, an intricate 
knot oe German-Americans, lrish- 
Americans, EXnglish-Americans, French- 
Americans, scandinavian-Americans or 
Italian-Americans, each preserving its 
Separate nationality, each at heart 
feeling more sympathy with Europeans 
of that nationality than with the other 
citizens of the American republic. 

“For an American citizen to vote as 
a German-American, an Irish-American 
or an English-American is to be a 
traitor to American institutions; and 
those hyphenated Americans who ter- 
rorize American politicians by threats 
of the foreign vote are engaged in 
treason. to the American republic.” 

Speaking of preparedness, Colonel 
Roosevelt said that even in time of 
peace individuals and the railroads 
should co-operate, and that industrial] 
disturbances’ should be eliminated. 
“The strike situation in the United 
States at this time is a scandal to the 
country as a whole and discreditable 
alike to employer and employees,” he 
said.

For Preparedness, 


“TI am eertain that the only perma- 
nently safe attitude for this country 
as regards national preparedness for 
self-defense is along the lines of uni- 
versal service on the Swiss model. 
Switzerland is the most democratic of 
nations. Its army is the most demo- 
cratic army in the world. There isn’t 
a touch of militarism or aggressiveness 
about Switzerland.” 

“It has been found as a matter of 
actual practical experience in Switzer- 
land that the universal military train- 
ing has made a very marked increase 
in social efficiency and in the ability 
of the man thus trained to do well 
for himself in industry.” 

Urging more national defense, Colo- 
nel Roosevelt said that not only should 
battleships, submarines, ample coast 
and field artillery and a greater am- 
munition supply system be provided, 
but there should be a utilization of the 
ownership and management of motor 
cars, of aviation and of,engineering. 
More map-making and road improve- 
ments and railroads brought into more 
intimate touch with the war depart- 
ment were suggested, 


PRISON HONOR SYSTEM 
CONDEMNED BY A JUDGE 


Oakland, Cal, October 12.—Condem- 
nation of the so-called honor system 
in state penitentiaries was continued 
in the address delivered today before 
the American Prison association by 
Judge J. E. Frick, of the Utah supreme 
court. Judge Frick characterized the 
system as a “failure” and a “crime 
against society.” 

“Theorists think it is only neces- 
sary to call a convict a man of honor 
to make him one,” he said. “This is 
a pernicious error and lets loose on 
the community many a dangerous 
man.” 

W. H. Whittaker, superintendent of 
reformatories at Washington, said he 
was opposed to road building by con- 
victs, that their time could be taken 
up to better advantage by a system of 
education.

The $500,000,000 credit loan to England 
and France, to be made through the finan- 
ciers of the United States, has not yet been 
finally placed; it has only been underwrit- 
ten. The final effect is, of course, the same, 
because these financiers have insured ts it 
all the bonds are not sold, these underwrit- 
ers will have to take them upon the stated 
basis, and supply the needed cash for the 
purchase of agricultural and manufactured 
products, which -is, at last, all that the two 
European governments will get. 

In explaining the loan and its purposes 
to some 700 bond salesmen who will seek 
to dispose of the bonds, J. Pierpont Morgan 
Stated to them that this credit is neither 
pro-ally nor anti-German, but that it is pro- 
American. That is, in fact, the only sane 
way of viewing it. It is a case of extending 
credit to two long-time American customers 
to enable them to continue their trade rela- 
tions with us, and to enable us to hold their 
trade.

worst form of bankruptcy and disgrace,” re- 
gardless of any arrangements they may have 
made for taking care of such indebtedness as 
they have contracted at home. 

This is interesting and valuable assur- 
ance from one of the world’s foremost finan- 
clers, both as to the safety of the loan and 
its absolute neutrality. Practically the whole 
country has gradually eome to this view of 
it. Even some of the most turbulent and 
lurid opponents of this credit are gradually 
coming around to the point of giving it their 
assent. 
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SOME BOLL WEEVIL EVIDENCE. 


There is plenty of evidence in the official 
figures of cotton production to substantiate 
the statement of the state department of 
entomology and other experts that good 
cotton crops can be made in spite of the 
presence and the injurious work of the boll 
weevil. 

Since the Mexican cotton boll weevil en- 
tered Georgia we have had numbers of state- 
ments from residents of Mississippi and 
other states to the west of us, where the boll 
weevil has now been getting in his work for 
some years, discounting the efforts of state 
and government experts and attempting to 
make it appear that it is practically impos 
sible to produce cotton profitably under boll 
weevil conditions. 

The actual experiences of Texas, Missis- 
sippi and Alabama, and other states infested 
by the boll weevil, do not bear out this as- 
sertion. These states have made as much 
and sometimes more cotton than they did 
before they were invaded by this destructive 
pest; but they have done it by following the 
rules and precepts which have been written 
as the result of actual test and experience, 
and which have keen demonstrated to them 
by scientists who have made a thorough and 
careful study of the boll weevil and its work, 
and who have shown the farmer how to suc- 
ceed in spite of it. 

In a recent statement to the press, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture J. D. Price calls at- 
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tention to what has been done in Alabama 
and Mississippi, ii spite of boll weevil con- 
ditions. Alabama’s biggest crop in the entire 
history of the state was made two years 
after the boll weevil entered’ that. state. 
Mississippi, likewise, according to official 
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government figures, has made some of her | 


best crops under boll weevil conditions. 
This fact is interestingly illustrated by Com- 
missioner Price in the following statement: 


Take Alabama, for instance. The boll 
weevil entered that state about 1909. At 
‘the end of 1912 it had spread across the 
southern section of it. Previous to 190¥ 
Alabama’s biggest crop was 1,451,863 
hales in 1994. Yet in 1911 Alabama made 
1,695,284 bales, and in 1913, 1,483,669 
bales. How about Mississippi? T! boll 
weevil got there about 1205. Mississippi's 
big crop in 1904:was 1,774,464 bales. In 
1908 Mississippi made 1,620,325 bales; 

1910, 1,212,104 bales: in 1913, 1,251,841! 
bales, and in 1914, 1,217,883 bales. So you

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Groups of state and government experts 
are now traveling over the infested section of 
Georgia for the purpose of telling farmers 
just what to do to combat and counteract 
boll weevil conditions. Diversification of 
crops and the raising of home supplies are 
among the most important factors in the 
solution of the problem. At the same time 
the farmer can continue to raise a good crop 
of cotton if he follows the well-known and 
well-established rules and requirements 
which these experts set forth and explain 
to him. 

Georgia has the advantage of the expe- 
rience of Mississippi and Alabama in meet- 
ing and dealing with the weevil. Her oppor- 
tunity is, therefore, better than that pos- 
sessed by either of these states at the time 
of the attack. There is no question that she 
will profit by it and make a good crop show- 
ing in spite of the disadvantage which con. 
fronts her. 


WHERE IT TAKES WORK. 


The Baltimore papers are complaining 
that there has been too much talk and not 
enough work in connection with the project 
of building up Baltimore trade through the 
Panama canal. 

Following a good deal of enthusiastic talk 
about what the Panama canal would do for 
Baltimore, plans were made for the estab- 
lishment of regular line of steamers be- 
tween Baltimore and the ports of Peru and 
other countries on the western coast of 
South America. 

A regular Peruvian line was opened up 
and three vessels sailed. There were lunch- 
eons and banquets and all sorts of talk about 
what Baltimore was going to do for the Pe- 
ruvian line, and what the Peruvian line was 
going to do for Baltimore. The third vessel 
sailed on July 17 last, just two weeks after 
the departure of the first one, and not one 
of them has vet come back. 

In all the talk Peru promised to hold up 
her end of the project, and stated all that 
was asked of Baltimore was to supply return 
cargoes for western South American ports 
in order to support the new line. Baltimore 
likewise promised to take care of her end, 
and said the return cargoes would be pro- 
vided. At one end of the line or the other 
there has been failure of some sort. Dis- 
cussing the unheralded termination of the 
enterprise, The Baltimore News says: 


Not one of those three ships ever came 
back. Now word comes that sailings to 
and from the port of baltimore have, “at 
least for the time being,” been abandoned. 

The city has talked ‘too much of what 
it would do when the Panama canal 
opened not to take such a collapse as this 
most seriously. The understanding is that 
the expected trade did not 
Has Baltimore fallen down in the test? 
If so, why has she fallen down? The 
fault may be entirely at the other end... If 
so. well and good. If it lies at this end, 
and if Baltinrore not only expects but is 
determined to profit by the Panama canal 
trade, then the sooner the difficulty is lo- 
cated, admitted and mét, the better. 


What is the matter with Baltimore? is 
the gist of the inquiry made by The News. 
It is the same thing that is the matter with 
a good many other communities all over the 
country when it comes to achieving success 
in projects of this sort. It is that they talk 
too much about what they are going to do, 
and don’t work enough to accomplish it. 

This isn’t an experience that is peculiar 
to any city; it is a common one with many 
of them. Atlanta, too, is among those which 
have had great projects that have been the 
subject of too much talk and not enough 
work. It will happen now and then with 
all of us, either when “bite off more 
than we can chew,” or, perhaps, when we 
fail to chew hard enough. 

Baltimore can get her South 
trade if she will work for it. It 
her some effort and money, 
will bring it. 

Likewise, we believe Atlanta can secure 
an opening of the Chattahoochee river for 
traffic to the Gulf of Mexico, but it is going 
to take work to do it.

have at last led to the.consummation of the | 
greatest external loan ever made by any 
nation, or any two, also much the largest 
epiece of international financing in which 
the United States has been one of the parties. 

It has been with utmost caution that 
Mr. Davison has participated in these nego- 
tiations, some of which undoubtedly began, 
informally at least, at the time of Mr. Davi- 
son's visit to London last winter. Caution, 
prudence and a reasonable taciturnity were 
entailed if the negotiations were to be 
brought to a successful conclusion. These 
qualities had distinguished our greatest 
secretaries of the treasury when momentous 
national financing was under way. The now 
traditional achievements of Governor Chase, 
when secretary of the treasury under Presi- 
dent Lincoln, were at the time they were 
progressing carefully veiled by the secre- 
tary. So also John Sherman, when secre- 
tary of the treasury in the administration of 
President Hayes, having momentous financ- 
ing to occupy him, including the resumption 
of specie movements, was spoken of as the 
most taciturn and secretive of men. After 
his triumph, Mr. Sherman confessed that an 
attitude of that kind toward the public was 
essential if he were to gain success. 

No one who was not authorized to have 
the information ever gained from Mr. Da- 
vison, either by hint, by expression of his 
countenance or by anything he did or said, 
the slightest idea of the character of the 
stupendous undertaking with which he was 
associated. 

An Earlier Experience. 

It has sometimes been said since that ne- 
gotiation was successfully ended that there 
must have been moments when it was in 
progress when Mr. Davison called to mind 
an earlier experience of his own in inter- 
national financing upon a large scale. The 
amount involved at that time was three- 
fifths of the sum upon which the representa- 
tives of England and France and the Amer- 
ican bankers had agreed should be the loan. 
China had need, as its leaders thought, of 
$300,000,000. But this loan was to be par- 
ticipated in by six nations. The United 
States was one of these. Mr. Davison was 
chosen as a chairman of the conference 
which was held in Paris. It was an extraor- 
dinary honor to pay so young a man as he 
was, as it would have been extraordinary 
to name any American for this important 
responsibility. It was due to Mr. Davison’s 
great skill in financing diplomacy and 
equally to his great tact, that the conference 
was successful, especially in the agreement 
that the open door was to be maintained in 
China and that there should be no attempt 
to take from China any part of its terri- 
tory. 

The fact that the United States, later, 
was compelled to withdraw from that asso- 
ciation does not reflect at all upon Mr. Davil- 
son. A few moments conversation with the 
secretary of state, W. J. Bryan, was suffi- 
cient to lead Mr. Davison to'say that as the 
state department did not approve of the par- 
ticipation of the United States in this loan— 
although that department in the administra- 
tion preceding not only approved such par- 
ticipation, but strongly advised it—the Amer- 
ican bankers would withdraw from partici- 
pation in it. Later, when one of the nations 
which is to participate in the loan now 
about to be made sought to place a loan in 
the United States the same influence which 
had compelled Mr. Davison to announce 
that the American bankers would withdraw 
from participation in the Chinese loan com- 
pelled the house of which Mr. Davison is a 
member to say to the representatives of that 
nation—France—that it could not: undertake 
the loan which was requested. 

The Greatest Loan. 

Now the United States, or, what is the 
same thing, the great body of American 
bankers, and a large number of Americans 
of great wealth, as well as a good many 
whose possessions are small, relatively 
speaking, have co-operated in underwriting 
the greatest loan of the kind ever made, 
and Washington encouraged .it. 

The time may come when there will be 
general knowledge of the infinity of detail 
as well as good understanding of the atti- 
tude the American people would be likely 
to take toward the loan. There never can 
be thorough knowledge of the vast labor 
which the preparation for it entailed or the 
manner in which every possible factor of the 
transaction was considered and scrutinized 
with almost microscopic accuracy in order 
that it might be discerned whether any ele- 
ment of weakness could be found. 

The association of American leaders in 
banking life has been of invaluable assist- 
ance. Nevertheless, no small amount of tact 
was necessary in, order to bring American 
bankers as a whole into cordial co-operation 
with this undertaking. That was due to 
the fact that it was the first undertaking 
of the kind in which the United States ever 
had any share, as it was the first interna- 
tional financing of the kind on record. Now 
that the sagacity and the wonderful tact 
which have characterized the leaders have 
resulted in the consummation of this loan, 
the bankers of the United States will be 
well prepared in case any later work of 
international financing of this kind is per- 
mitted to the American bankers. One of 
the most powerful of the healthful influences 
which have secured this cordial co-operation 
was the complete absence of’ any attitude of 
superiority of. command and Jea¥ership or of 
self-conscious power, as well as the under- 
standing that all were to be treated -with 
absolute equality and that no one was to 
make undue profits or to have exceptional 
opportinities through the placing of this 
loan. These are some of the comments which 
have been heard in the financial district and 
have been associated with the part Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Davison have had in this 
transaction.

There are ordinarily twenty berths and each 
berth will hold one and three-fifths persons 
and a peck of cinders. The berths are di- 
vided into upper and lower berths respect- 
ively.

Phillies Need Luck. 

But “Gavvy” Cravath sent Lewis back 
to the left field fence again today to 
catch a drive that on the Philadelphia 
grounds would have been a hit into 
the stands and good for the circuit. A 
little luck in placing these long hits 
tomorrow would make all the differ- 
ence in the world behind a pitcher of 
Alexander's ability and there are many 
students of the game tonight who do 
not share the contidence of the Red 5ox 
that tomorrow’s contest will be the 
last. 

Differing widely from the two spar- 
kling, blood-tingling games of Saturday 
and Monday, today’s contest was decid- 
edly commonplace. The Red Sox got 
away in front and were never headed. 
Their margin never was wide but it 
seemed at all times sufficient and there 
was little to stir the crowd to the high 
pitches that marked yesterday's strug- 


gle. 

The Phillies made a threat in their 
half of the eighth when “Tris” Speaker 
again had trouble with the sun and 
let Cravath’s single bound over his 
head, the runner pulling up at third 
with a three-bagger to his credit. Two 
were out at the time and the fans were 
not inclined to take the situation se- 
riously until Luderus slammed out his 
third single of the day and sent Cra- 
vath sca ering over the plate. Dugey 
went in to run for Luderus and stole 
second. Whitted, with a single, might 
have tied the score, but his fast liner 
went directly at the Boston pitcher, 
who gamely knocked it down and threw 
the batter out at first. 

In both thefirst and second innings 
today, Philadelphia had runners on 
second base, with only one out, and in 
neither case were they advanced as 
far as third.

He was credited 
with six putouts, and each chance that 
came his way was a difficult one. Up 
against the fence one moment, he was 
dashing toward the infield at another 
to snatch a ball from his shoetops. 

George Chalmers, the third Philadel-

of the American league champions, 
hurled a fair game of ball. He allowed 
only eight hits, Hoblitzell levying on 
his slants for three of that number.

Division of Receipts. 


Today’s game was the last in which 
the players share the receipts. A total 
of $144,899.50 awaits division among 
the members of the two teams. The 
Share allowed under national commis- 
Sion rules to players participating in 
the profits is limited to the first four 
games. The winning team will receive 
$86,939.70, or 60 per cent of the total. 
As twenty-three players of each team 
are eligible contestants in the series, 
the individual share will amout to 
$3,779.98 each, if the division is equal. 
The players tnemselves are the authori- 
ties in deciding how the money shall be 
disposed of, and may reduce the allow- 
ance to utility men who have figured 
little in the activities of the league 
season or of the series, by vote among 
themselves. 

To the losers will go $57,959.80, or 
23 shares of $2,519.12 each if the divi- 
sion is equal. 

The players’ profits this year are not 
equal to those of 1911 and 1912, 
record crowds at the two games played 
on the Braves’ field failing to offset 
the restricted attendance at the Phila- 
deiphia park. 

During these first four games 123,049 
persons have watched the play. They 
have paid $268,332.50 for their places. 
this sum the national commission 
will receive $26,833.25. Each elub 
treasury gains $48,299.85 from the 
games and will be further enriched, as 
will the commission’s strong box, by 
the receipts at subsequent contests in 
which the players have no financial in- 
terest. 

The crowd which witnessed the 
fame today was smaller than yester- 
day’s record-breaking outpouring. That 
today’s figures did not eclipse those of 
yesterday, however, was not the fault 
of the Boston fans. Between 15,000 and 
20,000 of them were turned away at 
the gates. Many ticketholders were 
caught in this way and were unable to 
make their way to the gates, which 
were closed long before the game 
started. 

The scene outside the park was at 
times a riotous confusion. The crush 
became so bad that it seemed danger-

The ability to think and handle the

UHANGE IN STOCK 


Commencing Today, Shares 
of $50 Par Value Will Be 
Quoted in Dollars Instead 
of Hundred-Point Basis. 


New York, October 12.—When the 
exchange opens tomorrow cer- 


halved in value, although in reality 
there will be no change in their worth. 
Thus Reading, Pennsylvania and West- 
inghouse, selling Monday at 161, 117 
and 138, will be listed at 80%, 58% and 
69, respectively, unless there be the 
usual variation in quotations over @ 
holiday. 

The reason for this is found in an 
announcement made at the stock ex- 
change today, asserting that certain 
amendments to the constitution had 
heen approved, almost unanimously, by 
the members. One of the amendments 
provide for quoting all stocks in terms 
of dollars instead of points as hereto- 
fore. 
Reading, Pennsylvania and Westing- 
house, together with a number of other 
issues are of $50 par value, but have 
been quoted on a hundred point basis 
in the past. In future they will be 
quoted in terms of dollars, which ap- 
parently halves their values. 

Another amendment provides for a 
charge of one-half the brokers’ com- 
mission of one-eight of-one per cent 
of $12.50 per hundred shares for buying 
or selling stock quoted under §10 a 
share. On these issues. which include 
Missouri Pacific, Kansas and Texas, 
American Malting, rumely, St. Louis 
and San Francisco, Wabash, lowa Cen- 
tral, Wheeling and Lake Erie, the brok- 
ers’ fee hereafter will be $6.25 per hun- 
dred shares. 

The decision of odd lots dealers to 
return to their usual charge of one- 
eighth of one per cent above the mar- 
ket in selling fractional amounts of 
stocks (under 100 shares) also will 
go into effect tomorrow. For several 
days the charge has been one-quarter 
of one per cent. This proved to be un- 
popular, and some dealers are said to 
have lost business, hence the reversion 
to the former scale.
